‘The remarkable reclamation scheme in 
progress at Kom Ombo, Upper Egypt, illus- 
trates as much in its differences as in its points 
of similarity the practice of the many. similar 
enterprises which are transforming the country, 
The great majority of these are in the Delta. 
[t is important to. realize that this for some 
time. to come must be, even more than at 
present the seat of important engineering and 
agricultural activity.. The Government's deci- 
sion, made known on the late Sir Benjamin 
Baker's pronouncement for the raising of the 
Assuan dam, leaves no doubt that tothe Delta 
will be applied the whole of the increased 
volume of water. which about two years hence 
will begin to become available and augment in 
increasing ratio until the mazimum’surplus 
expected from the dam is reached, with the 
completion of the work of super-elevation. New 
enterprises in Upper Egypt are therefore bound 
to be at a disadvantage” as compared with 
Lower Egypt for some few years, except in so 
far as provided for by the tiew Esneh barrage, 
water being the arbiter of engineering destinies 
and all othors in this country. The develop- 
ment of Kom Ombo is, h »wever, of sufficiently 
long standing to be independent of these 
considerations. The distinctive pecaliarity of 
Kom Ombo, apart from its 4 mote situation 
in Upper Egypt, 40 miles Pa of Assuan, 
consists in the fact that the plain, or “wadi,” 
lies at about 23 métres ubove Nile level. 
Reclamation has, therefyre, to be carried out 
partly by a reversal of the methods’ usual in 
Lower Egypt, where the land lies low as 
compared with the Nile, and where, therefore, 
systems of drainage are the necessary compo- 
nents of canalization. The general principles 
underlying the operations are, however, essen- 
tially the same as on tha Delta fields of 
reclamation. : 

Work at Kom Oimbo commenced towards 
1903 by the laying &f a branch line from the 
Government railway to the river for the con. 
veyance of material. Though. the preliminary

sugar-cane waste ; they are also equipped with: 
Green’s economizers and superheaters. The 
four boilers for the subsidiary pumps are 
water-tube, Babcock-Wilcox type, and work 
under forced draught.

at Cairo. The culvert-as a whole isan interest- 
ing example of skilful methods applied to 
counteract peculiar climatic conditions. One 
thousand two hundred and fifty tons of steel 
were used in the work. With a day shade tem- 
perature of Ilideg. F. and cold nights the 
expansion and contraction ‘were enormous, 
ends of sections rising suddenly 20cm. and 
30cm. in a night. Bands of one.nétre wide 
were riveted on the ends of sections as they 
enter the masonry. Each band slides in and out 
on rails let into the masonry, the joint being 
kept.tight by tarred rope packing enclosed 
between semi-circular angle irons ; the weight 
of the water keeps the canal floating on the 
packing. The culvert terminates in a brickwork 
regulator, from which the main canal; with a

from 400 to 3,500 acres. Mr. Plummer estimates 


that from 7,000 to 9,000 cabie métres of water .

fortunately shown that, con 
tion, the salts do not rise to'the surface again, 
The nitrates are, of course, unavoidably dis- 
solved from the surface soil with the remaining 
salts, and require to be restored to the land in 
the form of manure. 

As soon as the land is ready for cultivation, 
ploughing is performed by steam ploughs and 
levelling machines, and, owing to the flatness 
of the country, good results: are® obtained. 
Threshing is also successtully done by steam, 
Reclamation so far has been effected on 12,000 
acres, nearly all of which area is rented. Corn 
crops grow splendidly; cotton; after indifferent 
results two seasons ago, is expected to be a 
success this year. Sugar-cane has been most 
successful; and is proved.to have taken no 
more, ifnot less, water than in middle Egypt, 
while it ripens more quickly at Kom Ombo. 
To attract ‘populgtion, villages built in stone 
have been placed at various points over the

estate; shops, with a market as well as stores, . 


a mosque, and schools have been erected. With 
a free flow of water everywhere the people are 
prosperous and contented, and on account of 
the steam pumping system of irrigation they 
are not forced to keep cattle for raising water. 
Light railways, of 12 kilo, rails and 60em. 
gauge, are being put down all over the estate, 
and repairing shops and corn mills aré already 
erected. A curious circumstance that taxed 
the resources of the superintending engineer 
was the swelling of the soil When water was 
applied to it. The whole “wadi” has risen from 
the effects ofthe water. The walls of the first 


buildings and regulators erected split in the

BOURSE AND BANKING C0. 


THE COMMITTEE'S ACTION, 


The Bourse was better to-day owing to the 
rally in London, 

The Committee of the Alexandria Stock and 
Sharebrokers Association will probably issne 
a circular to the effect that all dealings in the 
Bourse and Banking Company, ordinary shares, 
will be compensated at par. It is presumed that 
clients will have to submit to this, as accord- 
ing to the contract notes, itis stipulated that 
clients must conform to all the decisiors of the 
Committee :-

No decision has been arrived as to what is 
to be done in the case of the founders shares,

Supporters of the policy of the Committee 
state that there is a precedent for this ex- 
traordinary decision inasmuch as the Paris 
Bourse some years ayo decided to compensate 
the dealings in the shares of the Union Générale 
at one thousand frances when the inarket value 
was only a hundred-franes and clients and 
brokers had to, submit to this. | 

The highest . price touched by. the ordinary 
shares of the Bourse and Banking Company 
was 2 316—2 1/4, The founders ‘touched 
£31-32. 

It isconsidered that the above system of 
compensation is the only way ont of the difti- 
enlties as otherwise, if a failure occurs, there 
will be very little hopes of the creditors receiv: 
ing anything at all.

the present wave of financial depression, 
appears to be unduly pessimistic and they 
are under the delusion that beeause they 
have been badly hit by the fall in’ prices, 
therefore the future prosperity of the 
country is irretrievably compromised) This 
exagyerated gloominess Hatters their self- 
importance for it gives their own misfortunes 
an aif of being only part jand parcel of some 
universal calamity. «Yet the country as a 
Whole was never inore prosperous, as the 
eistoms returns show beyond any doubt. 
The price of agricultural land was never 
better maintained. The cotton outlook was 
never more cheerful, The present crisis is 
merely the normal result of.over speculation, 
the outeome of a long continued spell of extrn- 
ordinary prosperity. 

The quotations of many first class securities 
may yo lower. There may be many more 
smashes, The revelations as .to the way in 
which some concerns have been conducted 
may be so scandalous, as to throw diseredit 
in the eyes of Europe on the ways of con- 
dudting business in Egypt. Such concomitants 
of a erash are inevitable. There is, however, 
not the slightest reason for thereby holding 
that the commercial and financial welfare of 
entire country is permanently jeopardised. It 
is indeed a matter for congratulation that the 
crisis has come at a lucky moment when 
the ‘situation was unhampered by difficulties 
arising from the political situation or nervous- 
ness as to the cotton prospects. If the slump 
had not begun in the early part of February 
the postponement would only have led to a far 
more aggravated position than even that which 
is now prevailing, tor numbers of new companies 
would have been floated and over.speculation 
would have gone merrily onwards until we 
were. awakened toa more yrievons day o 
reckoning than that owe now have to face. 
Amidst the prevailing gloom some sanguine 
people base their hopes that a way ont of this 
slough of despond may be made for Egypt by 
Sir Ernest Cassel. Although that great finan- 
cier is much interested in Egypt there is no 
reason for jumping to the conclusion that he 
will therefore..play the part of a guardian 
angel to the Bourses of Alexandria and Cairo. 
The state of the Lendon, Paris and Berlin 
Stock Exchanges do* not give much ground for 
hoping for material assistance at the present 
time: The Egyptian Bourse will have to work 
out itsown salvation. After the present acute 
fit of financial indigestion induced by over- 
speculation comes to an end, we shall doubtless + 
ibe sadder but at any rate wiser, and will look | 
back with gratitude to the many useful lessons, 
we have taken to heart daring our weary!

REPORT FOR 1906.

The following is the general summary of 
the annual report of the Egyptian State 
Railways for the year 1906, presented to 
the Minister of Public Works.by G.B. Macauley 
Bey, General Manager ; further particulars of 
the workings of the railway will be given in 
future issues:— 

I have the honour to submit a report on the 
working of the Egyptian State Railways and 
Telegraphs. for the year 1906, It may not be 
out of place’ here to mention the great loss 
which this Administration sustained by the 
death of Major Johnstone in September. The 
receipts in all branches have been satisfactory. 
‘The gross receipts of the Railways amounted 
to L.E. 3,257,600 ; the working expenses to 
LE. 1,839,543 ; leaving a net profit of L.E. 
1,418,057 ; being an inerease of L.E. 91,395 
over 1905. Twenty-two and a half million 
passengers were carried, giving a revente of 
LE. 1,398,546, being an increase of 12.7 % in 
numbers and of 12.8 % in receipts. 

Six and three quarter million tons of goods 
and half a million head‘ of cattle have been 
earried for L E. 1,749,231, being an increase of 
20,474 in tonnage and 5.87, in ‘receipts. The 
disparity between the increases in tonnage and 
receipts is due to service transports which 
have been carried in much“ larger quantities 
than in 1905. The difficulties of the Sugar 
Company and the low prices ruling in the 
onion market have also affected the goods 
receipts. Taking the capital of the Railways at 


y é figure fixed by Lord Farrer’s Commission, 


the following table shows that the net earnings 
are increasing more rapidly than the interest 
on the fresh capital expended taken at 5% :

In this connection it may be mentioned that 
a stock-taking and valuation are being made 
for the whole Railway to enable the capital 
value of the lines to be estimated with more 
acenracy. ‘The passenger train kilometrage 
amounted to 8,700,000 an increase of 10° 2°, 
on the previous year, due to 39 additional 
trains being put into service. ‘The increase is 
ainply justified by the extra numbers of pas- 
seugers travelling. I regret to have to report 
two accidents to passenger trains resulting in 
the death of one passenger and slight injuries 
to eighteen others. ‘The first of these was the 
derailment of an express at Palais de Koubbeh, 
The second was a collision between a goods 
train and a local passenger train at Mit Assas. 
‘he standard of punctuality has been well 
inaintained on the whole-—there are acertain 
number of unavoidable delaysdue to redu>tions 
in speed necessitated by¢henumerous engineer- 
ing works for improvements which are now in 
hand. There is an increase in the proportion of 
expenditure to gross receipts; this is partly due 
to a more correct method of accounting, and 
partly to the increased rates of pay which it 
has been necessary to give to the leas highly 
paid officials in order to counterbalance the 
increased cost of living. 'The expert appointed 
toexamine the system of audit and accounts 
reports favourably on the progress which has 
been made since his last visit ; there are still 
some points which require attention ; these are 
being takeu_in hand. A test audit section is 
being tormed\As regards the question of staff 
generally, private companies are paying higher 
rates than the Government and it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to obtain good men. The 
only advantage which a Government can offer 
isa pension of some kind. At the same time 
the regulations for the Cadre are unsuitable 
for the majority of the railway staff. A Pro. 
vident Fund is therefore being .started which 
will be applicable to -men on the lower rates 
of pay as well as to men on the higher rates, 
The question of house rent at the larger 
centres is also becoming serious, especially for 
the less highly. paid officials ; the only satis- 
factory way of dealing with this is to build 
qnarters for the staff so that the Government 
ean control the rents ; anything in the way of 
house allowance is unsatisfactory as the land- 
lords continually raise rents. Every effort is 
being made to train men of our own. staff 
to fill the higher vacancies as they occur, in 
order to.avoid bringing in men from other 
railways. The Chief Mechanica) -Engineer’s 
report shows an increase of 25 engines 
after deducting 18 old and useless engines 
from the stock and also seven engines 
which were sold. The total number of engines 
in service at the. end of 1906 was 567. 

The average age of engines in 1906 was 12 
years as against 14 in 1905. Two hundred and 
thirty-five engines underwent heavy repairs 
and 208 light repairs ; 233 engines had been

110 old wagons have-been 
sold. The question of rolling stock presents 
some difficulties. For 9 months of the year 
is more than sufficient for all require- 
ments but for the other threa months.thare are 


not enough goods wagons, If there were suffi- 
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cient gs ania oe 2B ey season 
there would be a large number standing idle 
during the other nine months, which suits 
means so much capital locked up and not earn- 
ing interest. Probably the best guide in con- 
sidering whether to order new stock or not will 
be the work which our existing stock is doing 
as compared with that of other . similar lines, 
Meanwhile arrangements have been made to 
import as much of the railway coal and stores 
as possible, during the slack season. One 
hundred and fifty-six kilometres of main line 
have been renewed. One hundred and eighty- 
nine kilometres of line have been ballasted. 
Thirty-one kilometres of extra siding aecom- 
modation have been added, 11 kilometres 
being in Gabbary Yard. Fifteen new passenger 
platforms and 10 new goods platforms have 
been built. Five new turntables and 4 new 
weizhbridges have been put in. Sixty-six kilo: 
metres of fencing have been erected. The work 
of strengthening Benha bridge is proceeding 
satisfactorily. ; it is expected to be finished this 
year ; several other bridges need strengthen- 
ing to enable them to take heavier engines. A 
considerable amount of work has been done by 
the Land and Estate Office. The doubling of 
the Wasta-Minieh section has been somewhat 
delayed -by the late arrival of rails. Good pro- 
gress has been made with the buildiugs on 
this section ; these include. quarters for 239 
subordinate employees as well as houses for 
stationmasters, station buildings, offices, ete.

obtained for the line from Chebiv-el-Kanater 
to Abu-Zaabal; work on this extension will 
probably begin in May, 1907. A deviation 
has been made at Abbassia at the request of 
the Sanitary Department. 

Work on the improvements‘to Cairo Station 
and Yard is proceeding satisfactorily ; the 
sérand goods shed kas been completed and put 
into service. The new carriage shed is well in 
hand. More room is needed at Cairo for dealing 
with goods ; steps are being taken to provide 
this. More accommodation is being provided 
at Gabbary, and a new covered goods station 
will shortly be opened near the Custom Honse. 
A large inwards goods depét and offices are 
under construction and will shortly be finished. 
New permanent way shops are being built, 
Land for extensicns at Mansura has been 
acquired. ‘The remodelling of Zagazig Station 
has heen almost completed. The work on 
Zittel) bridge is making good progress; the 
bridges over the canal and Nile at the Barrage 
will shortly be commenced. ‘Thirty-five new 
signal cabins have been opened this year. The 
signalling of the lines is one of the most urgent 
works ; it involves the remodelling of many 
stations and will therefore take some consider- 
able tine. ‘The Medical Department has done 
much good work. Nearly one thousand more 
candidates have been medically examined for 
admission to the service this year than in the 
previous year. The sick rate has increased owing 
to epidemics of influenza and dengue fever. 
The Indemnity Committee, which was formed 
in March, has done much to lessen litigation in 
questions of personal injury. The receipts from 
the Telegraphs Administration have increased 
by L.E. 4377 but this figure does not accurately 
represent the results obtained by the year's 
work, which are really better than would 
appear from the above figure, ‘Terminal and 
transit rates have been reduced, also the sub- 
vention to the Eastern Telegraph Company. 
The Railway now pgys tor railway telegrams 
sent by employees of the Telegraph Depart- 
ment. The number of commercial messages 
has increased by 15.3 per cent over 1905 Two 
new. telephone circuits between Alexandria and 
Cairo were built this year and handed over to 
the Telephone Company ‘in. November. Two 
mote will be built in 1907, There are “now 
3,094 kilometres of telephone line. Five hun- 
dred kilometres of new telegraph wire’ have 
been erected, besides a new line from Suez to 
Nakhl. 8 new offices have been opened The 
reorganization of the Stores Department has 
been continued in-1906 with good results. The 
Indents and Sales branch has been transferred 
from the General Manager’s office to Boulac. 
Although the weight of materials handled has 
been exceptionally large, the cost of handling 
has not increased in the same proportion. Bet- 
ter prices have been obtained from the sale of 
old material. All coal stocks have now been 
transferred from the Locomotive Department 
to the Stores Department.

EGYPT AND A: PROTECTORATE,

| The “ Telegraph cocnepondent at Con- 
stantinople, i in an interesting message 

the views held in the capital on the subject of 
Britain's position in Egypt, a summary of 
which our London conseapondent cabled on 
the 18th ; says : 

The impression cabenl here in political 
circles by the article published inthe hy 700 
paper “ El Watan, " with regard. to 
Protectorate in Egypt, is that, logically, “ El 
Watan ” is right in asking that England should 
make some definite declaration as to herfature | fF 
course of action, as there is not the slightest 
doubt that the uneertainty in which the Egyp- 
tians have been left since the oceupation is 
responsible for many of the difficulties which 
have arisen, and which might have been avoid- 
ed it the exact position was’ known. The 
uncertainty of the position bas given rise to 
hopes which are now disappointed. Those who 
gave themselves up to illusions, which day by 
aay they find are becoming less. and Jess realis- 
able, have become the enemies of the English, 
and wish, once for all, to know their exact 
intentions. But is it possible for-England to 
satisfy them by adopting one of two solutions, 
that is, to leave Egypt or to establish a Pro- 
tectorate ? People here are quite convinced 
she can do neither-the one nor the other, for 
various reasons. 

First of all, England has made on several 
occasions declarations to Europe that she had 
nointention of modifying in any way her in- 
tentions towards Egypt, aa shown on the first 
days of the occupation, and that she would 
maintain the same system of Government. 
‘These intentions have not only been recently 
shown again in the entente with Fyance, but, it 
may be said, have been. consecrated by that 
entente. Every successive Cabinet.in England 
has held the same policy. England would not, 
therefore, siinply perjure her_ promises and 
word.if she changed the aétual ‘state of affairs, 
but would certainly raise grave complications 
and possibly conflicts, which would be most 
undesirable in the present state of the Western 
nations. 

Another reason which must be taken into 
consideration is that the Sultan, who, although 
le may be said to be satisfied and reassured by 
the English policy in Egypt, would never allow 
that he is pleased to see one of his provinces 
oecupied by English troops, and as he was 
unable to resist, it has resigned himself to it. 
Any change, such as a Protectorate, would be 
most distasteful to him, as then he would lose 
all the feeling of suzerainty which satisfies him 
at present. At the present he is tranquil in 
feeling that England upholds his prestige as 
Sovereign, and. does even. mores—she holds in 
check the-Khedive and the Egyptians,-and he 
therefore is relieved from the fear they might 
rise and demand their independence, and de- 
tach themselves entirely from Turkey, which 
he-is absolutely unable to prevent. 

From. the foregoing the only conclusion to 
be arrived at is that, in spite of the logical 
reasoning of “El Watan,” no change is possible 
in England’s poliey in Egypt. It is not impos- 
sible that England might one day put an end 
to her occupation, that is included in her pro- 
gramme, but she could only do so when she is 
certain that her interests and those of Egypt 
are not jeopardised in any way, and that day 
is too far off to be thonght of seriously at 
present.

CY PRUS. 
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\ SUMMER RESORT FOR EGYPT. 
THE ATTRACTIONS OF TROODOS. 
(SECOND ARTICLE.) 

The heats of mid summer are wpon us, the 
burning soil with its parched vegetation 
radiates heat, the lifeless atmosphere stifles 
one, the zest for business and pleasure alike 
has lost its edge, 
from day to day, limp and listless. Ciream- 
stances have conspired to prevent the annual 
flight to Europe, but many an Anglo-Egyptian 
official could manage to escape for a month if 
only there were a cool, healthy resort within 
quick access of Cairo. 

Has he never heard of Mt. Troodos- in 
Cyprus? If not, let him learn that its fresh, 
healthgiving breezes have fanned the cheeks of 
nota few of his brother officials, that every 
year its praises are sung anew and_ fresh 
visitors arrive to inhale its invigorating air 
and revive their flagging energies. 

Mt. Troodos rises to an altitude of 6,400 
feet above the sea level. It is the highest 
point of the long mountain range which ex- 
tends east and west along the southern portion 
of the island. It may be reached now in various 
ways. The recently constracted railway line 
from Nicosia to Morphou enables the traveller 
from Nicosia to evade the long drive throngh 
the plains by taking the train to Avlona and 
driving from there. Many, however, may still 
prefer to drive all the way and avoid the 


discomfort of changing from carriage to train 


and vice-versa, By making an early morning 
start much of the tedious plain can be travers. 
ed before the heat has become intolerable. The 
latter half of the journey is delightful to those 
coming from sunbaked Nicosia or Cairo. The 
winding road is one long aseent for some 6,000 
feet, and the eye is fascinated and all one’s 
Senses are soothed by the mountam scenery as 
it unfolds itself hour after hour. The low serub 
lias long sinee been left behind and now gives 
place to elm ahd alder, pine cypress, walnut 
and oak, while as we approach the top, arbutus 
and ilex, and bracken also, clothe the mountain 
sides. [tunniny streams of water, with oleander, 
white aud pink, in bloom, lend additional charm 
aul proclaim the proximity of snow, which, 
indeed, may yet be foand in the “snowpits” 

above us, and from whenee it is conveyed 
through the summer on the backs of donkeys 
te distant Nicosia, where until this year it has 
served as a substitute for ice. As we look up- 
wards the towering mountain suminits with 
their waning pines, beckon hs on, as it were, to 


\ the very sky itself whose deep blue dome en- 


closes all. 

Galata is usually the halting place for ear. 
riages ascending from the northern of Nicosia 
[t is unfortunate that, seeing how much 
traffic passes throagh this village during the 
simmer months, no accommodation worthy 
the name has yet been provided. It is one of 
the most glaring instances of want of enterprise 
in catering to the travelling public that the 
Island presents, for there is scarcely another 
village, frequented as this is, which does not 
make some attempt to provide for the ordinary 
needs of travellers. Let us hope that Galata 
has this year awoke to a sense: of its im- 
portang¢e. 

The remaining fifteen miles of road are 
gratefully shaded by overhanging rocks, and 
the lengthening shadows and decline of day 
combined with the cooler temperature, bring a 
sense of relfef and freshness, Added_to this 
the glimpses we catch of mountain peaks ona 
level with, or even below ourselves, enable us 
to realise the height we have reached and the 
new climate. we have found. At about five 
miles from our journey’s end we pass a road. 
side fountain and cattle trough, erected by 
the late High Commissioner, Sir W. F. Haynes 


side. 


(Keuter) | Smith, bearing the appropriate legend carved 
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and nature drags on dally | 
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upon it “He sendeth the springs into the rivers 
which run among the hills.” 

Here we are able to refresh ourselves with a 
draught of pure, cold, spring water and bathe 
our hands and fages.in the gushing stream 
which receives many a grateful benediction 
both from man and beast. 

The entire road journey from Nicosia is 
some 11 to 12 hours: if by train to Avlona, 
some 2. to 3 hours less. 

* The usual route for visitors from Egypt is 
vii Limassol, where one arrives by the weekly 
mail boat at 6 pn on Friday. The Nicosia 
and the Troodos hotels are’ both fairly clean 
and comfortable. Though Troodos is only 20 
miles off as the crow flies, the windings’ of the 
carriage road double the distance, which is 
covered in 10 to 11 hours. 

The question of accomodation on Troodos is 
not so easily settled. Until the last year or 
two, practically the only visitors there, were 
Government officials to whom huts or tents 
were allotted by the Government, or who 
owned their own. Difficulty is experienced in 
obtaining leave to pitch a camp, as the ground 
belongs either tothe Government or tothe War 
Office. A small hotel has been opened the last 
year two, managed by Mr. Najem Houry ot 
Limassol. The service is good and the situation 
convenient. Of late years also a camp has been 
formed by a Miss Young, of Nicosia, frequent- 
ed by English officials who wish for a short 
holiday and who have no huts, and by visitors 
from elsewhere. This camp meets all one’s 
requirements, as by having’ @ private sitting 
room tent and using the common dining room 
one is able to enjoy privacy and at the same 
time be spared the trouble of arranging for 
camp furniture, and the difficulties of house 
keeping. 

The station of Troodos consists of two 
encampments: the one situated on the higher 
elevation is the military camp, where the 
small detachment ot troops: some 100 to 
150 strong, which forms theisland garrison, 
is always quartered during summer. A 
number ofcivilians’ huts and tents are now 
found congregated on the adjacent land. Here 
are the hotel and Miss Young’s camp, as also 
He soldiers recreation room, which is used 
a church room, and the few stores and 
tradesmen who cater for the camp. The tennis 
courts are also close by. The whole of this 
encampment is generally described as ‘the 
top’. About a mile down the mountain we 
come to the other encampment, This is the 
site of the Government offices, around which 
are grouped the tents of the officials attached 
to the secretariat, while half-way between the 
two camps is Government Cottage 

The views from almost every hut or tent, 
whether on ‘the top’ or lower down are glorious, 
embracing a wide stretch of hilly country, 
composed of sharp ravines, jagged peaks, torest 
and fell. The upper camp faces north, and 
fiom it one can get glimpses of the far distant 
plain lying shimmering in the heat, and 
unrelieved by any foliage of sufficient im- 
portance to be seen from this height. The 
lower camp looks south towards the sea, and, 
20 miles off we can just distinguish the town 
of Limassol, and, to the west of it, the huge 
Salt Lake gleaming white and brilliant even at 
this distance. For two-thirds the intervening 
space the mountain’s form a long series of 
folds and undulations and rocky declivities 
gradually sloping seawards, and the  ever- 
changing lights and shadows as they fall on 
height or hollow add intensity and interest to 
the picture. 

The life on 'lroodos forthe non-official visitor 
or official ‘ou leave’ is for the first few days 
a delightful ‘dolce far niente,’ during which 
his senses will yield themselves to a delicious- 
languor. When this stage has passed, the 
effects of the cool, invigorating air begin to 
tell. He will wake betimes with a thrill and 
serise of exhilaration, the appetite returns, 
and his whole energies are reinforced. 

‘To a pedestrian the place offers an endless 
variety of delightful walks. Good mules can 
be had for from 2/- to 3/- a day : carriages 
ean only be used on the main road. Every 
day fresh excursions can be made to some 
delightful apod_/Or other. Besides the day 
excursions, there are two or three days trips 
to be made. One sneh to the famous 
Kykko Monastery, distant about 15 miles, 
across the most gloriously wild and broken 
country. The road lies for a great part through 
the pine forests which extend throughout this 

region, and in the clearer spaces the hardy villa- 
vers seek to wrest from these almost inacessible 
heights «a precarious living out of the vine, 
Ample accomodation is obtainable at the 
Monastery, where simple food is provided. 
Visitors should, at all cost, take camp beds, 
and are advised also to take any small “com- 
forts” they deem necessary. No charge is 
made, but it is usual when staying at these 
monasteries to place a donation in the church 
box before leaving, which should fairly cover 
one’s board and lodging. Complaints are 
occasionally heard that very ‘nominal” con- 
tributions are made, a practice which in the 
interests of tourists should be discouraged. 

Platres is a pretty little village about 
5 miles alone the road from Troodos to Lim- 
assol, 

Those who desire a less bracing climate may 
prefer this place, which is growing in popularity 
and where a number of picturesque little 
cottages are being let for the summer, though 
the supply still falls short of the demand. 

The monastery of Trooditissa, Mesapotamos, 
and the apple growing village of Prodromos, 
the highest village i in the island, are favourite 
places for picnics. Longer excursidns inclade 
the fertile Marathassa valley. One of the chief 
of the Maratheft’s villages is Kalopanayioti, 
noted for its sulphur springs, which, although 
now highly esteemed by the natives, may one

Much of the social life of the camp is 
necessarily concéntrated into the hours from 4 
p.m. onwards—when the officials are free and 
the two tennis courts are besieged. Occasional 
cricket matches and sports are got up by, for 
or with the troops. Concerts and theatricals are 
given towards the latter end of the season, and 
every week an afternoon reception, with games, 
is held at Government Cottage. 

Ordinary provisions at very slightly increased 
prices are generally obtainable from the provi- 
sion dealers who open stores there for the 
season, and fresh supplies are » constantly 
received from Limassol, while fruit, vegetables, 
poultry, and eggs are brought in from the 
neighbouring villages. Church services are held 
every Sunday norning and evening, and the 
professional advice and attendance of the 
military doctor are at the disposal of the 
civilians.

EGYPT 100 YEARS AGO. 
THE BATTLE OF- ROSETTA.

The followitig extract is from the * Times” 
of June 16,1807, and was quoted by our .con- 
temporary last Monday : 

Our less in the second action in Bernt 
there isreason to fear, was greater than ;is 
admitted inthe Official Dispatch. Instead of 
1000 killed and: wounded, we understand it 
amounts to full 1500. The enemy, it is said, 
exclusive of their infantry, had nearly 3000 
cavalry with them. Under cover of one of those 
thick fogs which often prevail’ in the vicinity 
of the Lower Nile, the latter approached Gen- 
eral Stewart's detachment without being ob- 
served. Our troops, we understand, were in 
consequence reduced to the necessity of cutting 
their way through the enemy. Out of 2500 that 
were engaged in the second affair, not more 
than 1,000, it is said, sneceeded in extricating 
themselves, There is an expression in General 
Frazer's second letter, which induces’ us te 
believe that the detachment sent against 
Rosetta was for some time enveloped by the 
enemy. The second battle, according to private 
accounts, took place on the 19th of April ; and 
yet, in his letter of the @4th, he states, “the 
troops under General Stewart are only now on 
their march to Alexandria.\’ How did they pass 
the intervening time? There appears to have 
been a most deplorable deficiency of intorma 
tion among our people. The misfortunes which 
we haye to lament in this Expedition seem ta 
have atisen from a want of foresight in the 
Commander of itz 

Wednesday, June 17. It is stated, in an 
article from Warsaw, that Alexandria has been 
evacuated by our troops. We hope this is not 
the case, General Fraser, we believe; was in- 
clined to do so; but he assuredly would not 
take upon himself. the weighty responsibility 
of such a measure, except to escape certain 
extermination, or to avoid an alternative 
almost as horrible, that of becoming prisoners 
to the Turks.. We are bound, however, by 
recent experience, to treat this rumour. with 
some t. It was from the Continent that 
we first received the news of our miscarriage 
before Constantinople, and of our reverses in
